HIGGINS. THE PROGRAM WILL PEATURE A 14-MINUTE PILM 
"RIGHT ON/BE FREE" ABOUT BLACK AMERICANS' CULTURAL

BE SUPPLIED BY ECA. IF AVAILABLE, OAU SECRETARY

(THIS FILM, WHICH HAS BEEN NOMINATED FOR SEVERAL 
ACADEMIC AWARDS, DEPICTS IN STARK TERMS RURAL SOUTHERN 
BLACK LIEE DURING THE DEPRESSION YEARS.) HOWEVER, 

SINCE WE CANNOT BE CERTAIN THAT AMBASSADOR HUMMEL
